Report dated October 17, 1988, from the Commissioner of Public Works 
regarding plastic recycling. 


Consultant, Cumming Cockburn Limited 
On June |, 1986 the City of Mississauga implemented Blue Box curbside 

recycling for paper, bottles and cans. This program has resulted in 

approximately 10% of household waste being diverted from the landfill and 

recycled. 

In order to increase the amount of household waste being recycled it is 
necessary to look at other materials which can be recycled, and the next step 
would be to implement a pilot project to collect mixed plastics as part of the 
Blue Box program. 
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It is proposed that the plastics from households be placed in a plastic bag on 
top of the Blue Box and that this be picked up at no additional cost to the 
City by the contractor, Laidlaw. 


A pilot project area has been established of approximately 2,200 homes which 
is on a Monday route and is an entire recycling truck route. 


The cost to the City of the pilot plastic recycling project will be minimal 
from a collection standpoint as it will be done as part of the Blue Box; 
however, Laidlaw will be paid for baling the plastic which is estimated to be 
one bale every two weeks. In addition, the City will have a cost for printing 
brochures and distributing same to the 2,200 households and the cost of this 
printing and distribution is estimated to be $1,200. 


The bales of collected plastic will be stored at the Mavis Road Yard until 
they are of sufficient quantity to be picked up by an end user. The end user 
will not be charged for this material but will provide the City with a rating of 
the quality of the plastic in each bale (high, medium or low) and will advise of 
the uses made of the plastic when recycled. 


The pilot project will last from December 1, 1988 to May 31, 1989 and in that 
period of time it is the goal of the Public Works Department to ascertain an 
end user for recycled plastics so that on June 1, 1989 we can embark on a 
City-wide curbside mixed plastic recycling program. 


RECOMMENDATION: 


(a) That a pilot project for mixed plastic recycling for 2,200 homes in the 
City of Mississauga be implemented December 1, 1988. 


(b) That the publicity for the plastic recycling pilot project be distributed 
to the homes involved during the week of November 21, 1988. 


(c) That the Public Works Department report to Operations and Works 
Committee by April 15, 1989 on the cost of and the market for a 
City-wide plastic recycling program.

Laidlaw Waste Systems is prepared to cooperate in all City of Mississauga 
recycling enhancement programs; however, there will be costs to the City by 
Laidlaw for this trial period after September 1, 1989.

| , quality and dollar value of compost which can be produced from household 
wastes in Mississauga. It will also be necessary to determine the size and 
capital operating cost of a full-size composting site for Mississauga and/or 
Peel.

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Report dated October 17, 1988, from the Fire Chief regarding security boxes. 


The Province of Ontario recently passed Bil! 79, 
which implements the workers’ right to 
know legislation related to hazardous goods. The legislation requires that 


employers provide the Fire Department with information regarding hazardous 
goods on their property. 


The Fire Code contains requirements for emergency planning and the 
provision of keys for Fire Department access in certain buildings. 


The new legislation (S.0. 1987 c.29) requires that employers send copies of 
their material safety data sheets and hazardous goods inventory to the Fire 
Department. At the present time, the Fire Department will receive 
approximately 100,000 pieces of paper if all premises regulated by the 
legislation comply. The purpose of this information is to assist fire fighters 
when responding to fires in these properties, 


The Fire Department does not have the staff nor the systems to 
accommodate all of the information that it may receive. In addition, the 
information is virtually useless to the Fire Department unless it can be used 
by the fire fighters at a fire scene. The most appropriate method of 
providing this information for fire fighters is to have it available to them 
when they arrive at a property. 


For many years, property owners have routinely installed security boxes to 
contain keys for Fire Department access. These security boxes have been 
installed on a voluntary basis and have been very successful. Larger boxes 
that would accommodate manuals that can contain the hazardous materials 


information that is critical to a fire fighting operation. are now available 
from different suppliers. 


The Fire Department has maintained a restricted Single locking system for all 
security boxes. By way of one key, located in each Fire Department vehicle, 


the fire fighters can have easy access to specific properties without having to 
incur any damage in opening doors. 


Section 2.8 of the Fire Code requires that property owners who have fire 
alarms, or who have specific types of occupancies, must provide the Fire 
Department with an emergency plan. This plan normally includes the 
provision of keys for access. The security box has been the best solution for 
the storage of required keys. In many cases, where key security boxes are 
not installed, the keys are not available to the Fire Department when they 


arrive because they have been misplaced, stolen, or the person with the keys 
has not been available when required. 


Section 210 subsection 42 of the Municipal Act provides authority "for 
making such other regulations for preventing fires and the spread of fires as 
the council considers necessary." This section could be used as the City's 


authority to pass a by-law requiring locked boxes for keys and emergency 
information, 
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The most appropriate method of insuring that keys and hazardous materials 


information are available to responding fire fighters is the provision of a 
security box located at the main entrance to the premises. 


| All security boxes must be keyed with the same restricted key to allow the 
: Fire Department rapid access to information and to the property. 


RECOMMENDATION: 


That a by-law be enacted to require the provision of security boxes 
containing hazardous materials and hazardous physical agent information or 
keys for access by the Fire Department to prevent the spread of fires.

In August 1984, the Northmount Group provided a cash deposit in the amount 
of $5,829.00 as securities for the four new houses at the southeast corner of 
Northmount Avenue and the South Service Road. The securities are made up 
of a $1,000.00 lot grading deposit for each of the four lots and a total of 
$1,829.00 for municipal service protection based on the frontage rate of 
$25.00 per metre. 


The Northmount Group constructed the dwellings to the stage of the wooden 
super structure and as a result of financial difficulties then sold all four 
homes. The grading, topsoiling and sodding works had not been completed at 
the time of sale. 


In December 1986, this matter was reviewed with the Legal Department and 
it was their opinion that the $1,000.00 lot grading securities could be utilized 
by the homeowner to offset the cost of grading the property in accordance 
with the preliminary lot grading certificate. 


The City holds a Letter of Credit in the amount of $1,920.00 to be drawn 
upon to the extent required for the proper reinstallation of the curbs on the 
South Service Road at Northmount Avenue. This department has inspected 
the curbs on the South Service Road at Northmount Avenue and has found 
them to be satisfactory. 


The City holds a security of $1,829.00 for municipal services protection and a 
total security of $4,000.00 for lot grading of the four residential lots. The 
grading, topsoiling and sodding of the four lots has been carried out by each 
of the four homeowners and at their cost. There still remain a few grading 
deficiencies requiring attention, typically clearing, topsolling and sodding of 
local areas within the City's road allowance.

‘ concerned with the temporary connection of Seaview Drive from Bushland

access to Winston Churchill Blvd to be via Stockholm Road to the south. 
However, Bushland Crescent and Seaview Drive were cut off from Stockholm 
Road because of a small! holdout property fronting on Winston Churchill Blvd 
and therefore the temporary road connection over lot 68 of the subdivision 
was installed as a temporary measure. 


A subdivision application was received in 1985 for the lands between 
Stockholm Road and Seaview Drive, however the plan has shown little 
activity over the last two years.

Concern has been expressed by residents along Bristol Road between 
McLaughlin Road and Hurontario Street that with the construction of 
McLaughlin Road as a two lane facility north of Bristol Road, traffic will be 
encouraged to use Bristol Road to gain access to Hurontario Street. Initially 
it is not expected that this will occur, however, in the future as traffic 
volumes increase along McLaughlin Road, this could occur. Bristol Road is 
designated as a major collector roadway, and has presently been constructed 
to a four lane facility.

The group 
has been advised to secure permission from 'GO' Transit and Square One for 
the use of their respective properties. 


Traffic will be detoured around the parade using Dundas Street to the south, 
Confederation Parkway and Mavis Road to the west, Eglinton Avenue and 
Rathburn Road to the north and Central Parkway and Cawthra Road to the 
east. 
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Complete road closures are necessary due to the magnitude of this event; to 
allow for adequate viewing areas; and to ensure crowd control and an 
adequate level of safety.

It has come to our attention that By-law 150 of the Township of Toronto 
referred as part of the recital of consideration “another road having been 
allowed across the said lot in lieu of the original, and no consideration having 
been paid by the authorities for the same".

Plastic Recycling 


Public Works Department 


On June 1, 1986 the City of Mississauga implemented Blue 
Box curbside recycling for paper, bottles and cans. This 
program has resulted in approximately 10% of household 

waste being diverted from the landfill and recycled. 


In order to increase the amount of household waste being 
recycled it is necessary to look at other materials which 
can be recycled, and we believe that the next step would be 
to implement a pilot project to collect mixed plastics as 
part of the Blue Box program. It is our suggestion that 
the plastics from the households be placed in a plastic bag 
on top of the Blue Box and that this be picked up at no 
additional cost to the City by the contractor, Laidlaw. 


Me have established a pilot area of approximately 2,200 
homes which is on a Monday route and is an entire recycling 
truck route as shown on the attached map. 


cost to the City of the pilot plastic recycling project 
will be minimal from a collection standpoint as it will be 

as part of the Blue Box; however, Laidlaw will be paid 
for baling the plastic which is estimated to be one bale 
every two weeks. In addition, the City will have a cost 
for printing brochures and distributing same to the 2,200 
households and the cost of this printing and distribution 
is estimated to be $1,200. 


The bales of collected plastic will be stored at the Mavis 
Road Yard until they are of sufficient quantity to be 
picked up by an end user. The end user will not be charged 
for this material but will provide the City with a rating 
of the quality of the plastic in each bale (high, medium or 
low) and will advise of the uses made of the plastic when 


recycled.

necessary to go beyond the Blue Box and implement wet-dry 

garbage collection. 


If we implement wet-dry collection we will be one of the 
first large municipalities in North America to do so. We 
have talked to the Region of Peel and they are prepared to 
compost on a trial basis wet household wastes (vegetable 
scraps, leftovers, egg shells, tea leaves, coffee grounds) 
plus yard wastes (cut grass, garden wastes, leaves) at a 
site to be determined (Britannia is the preferred and 
logical site) for at least a year from June 1, 1989 to 
May 31, 1990. This trial period will determine the type of 
structure composting should be carried out in, whether 
material should be shredded prior to composting, cost and 
salability of finished product. 
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We are implementing the trial period at the start of the 
twice-a-week pickup in 1989 in order to make it easier for 
the taxpayer. It may be necessary to extend the 
twice-a-week collection after September 1, 1989 for the 
trial area selected if this approach appears to make 
wet-dry collection viable. This would increase our 
collection costs for the last four months of 1989. 





We will obtain biodegradable bags for the homeowners in the 
trial area; however, a supplier and the cost will be 
determined prior to 1989 budget approval.

Fire Department 
The Province of Ontario recently passed Bill 79, An Act 
wh 


ich 
implements the workers' right to know legislation 
related to hazardous goods. The legislation requires 
that employers provide the Fire Department with 
information regarding hazardous goods on their property. 


The Fire Code contains requirements for emergency 
planning and the provision of keys for Fire Department 
access in certain buildings. 


The new legislation (S.0. 1987 c.29) requires that 
employers send copies of their material safety data 
sheets and hazardous goods inventory to the Fire 
Department. At the present time, the Fire Department 
will receive approximately 100,000 pieces of paper if 
all premises regulated by the legislation comply. The 
purpose of this information is to assist fire fighters 
when responding to fires in these properties. 


The Fire Department does not have the staff nor the 
systems to accommodate all of the information that it 
may receive. In addition, the information is virtually 
useless to the Fire Department unless it can be used by 
the fire fighters at a fire scene. The most 
appropriate method of providing this information for 
fire fighters is to have it available to them when they 
arrive at a property.

For many years, property owners have routine} y 
installed security boxes to contain keys for Fire 
Department access. These security boxes have been 
installed on a voluntary basis and have been very 
successful . Larger boxes that would accommodate 
manuals that can contain. the hazardous materials 
information that is critical to a fire fighting 
operation, are now available from different suppliers. 


The Fire Department has maintained a restricted single 
locking system for al] security boxes. By way of one 
key, located in each Fire Department vehicle, the fire 
fighters can have easy access to specific properties 
without having to incur any damage in opening doors. 


Section 2.8 of the Fire Code requires that property 
owners who have fire alarms, or who have specific types 
of occupancies, must provide the Fire Department with 
an emergency plan. This plan normally includes the 
provision of keys for access. The security box has 
been the best solution for the storage of required 
keys. In many cases, where key security boxes are not 
installed, the keys are not available to the Fire 
Department when they arrive because they have been 
misplaced, stolen, or the person with the keys has not 
been available when required. 


Section 210 subsection 42 of the Municipal Act provides 
authority “for making such | other regulations for 
preventing fires and the spread of fires as the council 
considers necessary." This section could be used as 
the City's authority to pass a by-law requiring locked 
boxes for keys and emergency information. 


The most appropriate method of insuring that keys and 
hazardous materials information are available to 
responding fire fighters is the provision of a security 
box located at the main entrance to the premises. 


All security boxes must be keyed with the same 
restricted key to allow the Fire Department rapid 
access to information and to the property. 


That a By-law be enacted by Council requiring a1] 
property owners, who must provide hazardous materials 
information or keys to the Fire Department, to instal] 
an acceptable security box.

from Eglinton Avenue to Erin Mills Perkway. 


Residents have indicated the problems are created by visitors to 
the adjacent Credit Valley Hospital. Visitors appear to prefer to 
park on both sides of Credit Valley Road rather than to pay for 
on-site parking within the hospital perking lot. 


Observations have indicated that these perked vehicles restrict 


two-way travel as well as sightlines for drivers exiting from side 
streets. 


Parking can be maintained on the north side only since there are 
no intersecting streets on this side. The roadwey width is 
sufficient to allow parking on one side of Credit Valley Road and 
still maintain safe two-way travel. Parking should therefore be 
prohibited on the south side of Credit Valley Road from Eglinton 
Avenue to Erin Mills Parkway. 


CONCLUSION: Further to the request of erea residents, observations by Public 
Works personne! have indicated that perking should be prohibited 
on the south side of Credit Valley Road between Eglinton Avenue 
and Erin Mills Parkway. The prohibition will help to maintain 
clear sightlines and ensure safe two-way travel while still 
allowing parking on the north side.

It is proposed that the plastics from households be placed in a plastic bag on 
top of the Blue Box and that this be picked up at no additional cost to the 


| § is on a Monday route and is an entire recycling truck route. 


The cost to the City of the pilot plastic recycling project will be minimal 
from a collection standpoint as it will be done as part of the Blue Box; 
however, Laidlaw will be paid for baling the plastic which is estimated to be 
one bale every two weeks. In addition, the City will have a cost for printing 
brochures and distributing same to the 2,200 households and the cost of this 
printing and distribution is estimated to be $1,200. 
















The bales of collected plastic will be stored at the Mavis Road Yard until 
they are of sufficient quantity to be picked up by an end user. The end user 
will not be charged for this material but will provide the City with a rating of 
the quality of the plastic in each bale (high, medium or low) and will advise of 
the uses made of the plastic when recycled. 


The pilot project will last from December |, 1988 to May 31, 1989 and in that 
period of time it is the goal of the Public Works Department to ascertain an 
end user for recycled plastics so that on June |, 1989 we can embark on a 
City-wide curbside mixed plastic recycling program.

| The Province of Ontario recently passed Bill 79, 
| which implements the workers’ right to 
| : know legislation related to hazardous goods. The legislation requires that 
employers provide the Fire Department with information regarding hazardous ; 
goods on their property. ‘ 


The Fire Code contains requirements for emergency planning and the 
provision of keys for Fire Department access in certain buildings. 


The new legislation (S.0. 1987 c.29) requires that employers send copies of 
their material safety data sheets and hazardous goods inventory to the Fire 
Department. At the present time, the Fire Department will receive 
approximately 100,000 pieces of paper if all premises regulated by the 
legislation comply. The purpose of this information is to assist fire fighters 
when responding to fires in these properties.

The Fire Department does not have the staff nor the systems to | 
accommodate all of the information that it may receive. In addition, the 
information is virtually useless to the Fire Department unless it can be used | 
; by the fire fighters at a fire scene. The most appropriate method of 
providing this information for fire fighters is to have it available to them 
when they arrive at a property. 


For many years, property owners have routinely installed security boxes to 
contain keys for Fire Department access. These security boxes have been 
installed on a voluntary basis and have been very successful. Larger boxes 
that would accommodate manuals that can contain the hazardous materials 
information that is critical to a fire fighting operation, are now available 
from different suppliers. 


The Fire Department has maintained a restricted single locking system for all 
security boxes. By way of one key, located in each Fire Department vehicle, 
the fire fighters can have easy access to specific properties without having to 
incur any damage in opening doors. 


| 
| 
| 
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Section 2.8 of the Fire Code requires that property owners who have fire 
alarms, or who have specific types of occupancies, must provide the Fire 
Department with an emergency plan. This plan normally includes the 
provision of keys for access. The security box has been the best solution for 
the storage of required keys. In many cases, where key security boxes ere 
not installed, the keys are not available to the Fire Department when they 
arrive because they have been misplaced, stolen, or the person with the keys 
has not been available when required. 


Section 210 subsection 42 of the Municipal Act provides authority “for 
making such other regulations for preventing fires and the spread of fires as 
the council considers necessary.” This section could be used as the City's 


authority to pass & by-law requiring locked boxes for keys and emergency 
information. 


The most appropriate method of insuring that keys and hazardous materials 
information are available to fire fighters is the provision of a 
security box located at the main entrance to the premises.

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All security boxes must be keyed with the same restricted key to allow the 
Fire Department rapid access to information and to the property.
